When the Soviet delegates at Genoa, 
in their famous mémorandum of May 
11; asserted that the Russian Revolu- 
tion and the French. Revolution were 
alike\ in repudiation; of the national 
debt, and so’ on, the ' French, accus- 
tomed to the brilliant ignorances and 

inventions of the Soviet mind,. merely 
shrugged their shoulders. But it.was 
with a polite impatience, concealing, 
no doubt, a real indignation that they 
read Mr. Liorp GeorGr’s speech in the 
House of Commons on May 25. This 
passage, in particular, must have im- 
pressed them: . 

RevolutiOns on -a.great stdle always 
carry in their trail . confiscation» of 
property, and, Iam sorry to say, con- 
fiscatiof -without compensation. .That 
was our experience in. the English 
Revolution, which is the sotrce of ao 
many. titles, and in the French Revo- 
lution. in France, which was accom- 
panied by wholesale confiscation of the 
land of France without compensation. 
In fact,-the conservatism of France 
today is rooted in confiscation. 

Everybody knows that confiscation 

is an incident. of war, and especially 
of rebellion and civil war.’ Everybody 
knows that the French Revolutionists, 
who, unlike the Russiatis, had the will 
and energy to carry on revolution and 
successful foreign war. together, seized 
Church property and Crown property 
and the property of émigrés. But 
where is the analogy, which Mr. 
Grorcs insinuates and implies, between 
the policy of the French Revolutionists 
and. the Russian Communists? The 
French abolished the old feudal duties 
and servitudes.. The Russian oligarchy 
imposed forced jabor. The French 
@idn’t abolish pfivate property. The 
Russians confiscatéd not merely prop- 
erty of their enemies but all property;

Insurance for Taxi Victims. 
To"the Editor of The New York Times; 

In the proposed insurance measure to com · 
pénsate victims of _taxicab accidents . for 
their. injuries there is no provision made 
for the payment of medical or hospital ex- 
penses incurred. through these \?digasters. 
This is the only’ form of p y accident 
insurance in’ which’ this feature is omitted 
by the State. This omission unless remedied 
will resGit in the revival in these cases of 
the f er evils of the insurance adjuster, 
the ambulance chaser and the contingent fee 
in. connection with this form of State in« 
surance. * 

Under these circumstances, as in the case 
of tndustrial accidents before the enactment 
of -the Workmen’s Compensation law, a 
Settlement for a lump sum will be more 
easily effectéd, since rio consideration, legally 
speaking, will be given to the medical-ser- 
vices rendered. 

It was the long continued and flagrant 
disregard .of these obligations which was 
one of the principal reagons for, the enact- 

ment. ‘of the Workmen's Compensation law 
which it k an améndment to the State 
Constitution’ to. pass in New York. . No 
doubt the accident insurance companies. had 
much to do with the new taxicab: insurance 
law. This may account for the neglect fo 
provide compulsory payment for medical 
services; since an opportunity to disregard 
this odligation. always offers. an inducement 
for a left hand settlement for ‘a lump sum:

Justice Who Sentenced Nassau 
Detective Is Consulted 
by Governor. 


SIDELIGHT ON STRONG CASE 


Friends of Justice Who Is Under 
Fire See Scheme to Prevent 
Disclosures at Inquiry.

Supreme Court Justice James C. Crop- 
sey of Brooklyn disclosed yesterday that 
an effort really had been made to ob- 
tain executive clemency for Carmen 
Plant, serving a term of from two and 
a half to five years for his part inthe 
activities.of an organized band of auto- 
mobile thieves -in Nassau County.4 
Whether any .move. had been made in 
behalf of Plant has been under discus- 
sion. for some time in connection with 
the- Assembly Committee inquiry to de- 
termine whether thére are grounds for 
théImpeachment of Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Selah B. Strong, whose reform ac- 
tivities aroused the enmity of certain 
politicians in Nassgu County. 

As Justice Cropsey ‘sentenced Plant, 
who was county detective of Nassau 
County and charged with the duty of 
bringing to justice the very. gang’ of 
which he was proved to have been a 
part, it naturally was assumed that any 
Pleas for vlemency in behalf ef Plant 
would be referred to Justice. Cropsey.
